The Times says that Chief-Justice
Walte was us far infertor to Willlam M.
Evaris as was Simuole Susan to Solon.
Mr. Walte needs no other defense from
such & charge than the statements which
we will here give from his blography in
“Appleton’s Cylopedia of Amorlcan Blo-
graphy.” We quote:

“Opposing couneel often sald that his
assertion on any question of law was un-
answerable, During more than three de-
candes he was the acknowledged leader of
the Ohdo bar."—Dispatch.

The Dispatch may go for Its notices of
pur public men to cheap fxed-up biogra-
phies lke that queted., The Times pre-
fers to go to their public acts,

1t the late Chief Justice Waite had died
plain M. R Wailte (as should have heen
the derogatory his
character and qualities would he both a
thankless and ungracious act. But he was,
for a number of years, the chief fudieiul
officer of this Government, and, In his
character of such, it was his lot to have
to perform many nacts bearlng directly
upon our Institutions. As these acte are
good in thelr tendency or bud In thelr
tendency, it s desirable that thelr con-
pequences shall be cherlshed or  repu-
dlated. Intimutely connected with  this
question, therefore, are questions nfecting
his personality. A wvery  distinguished
lawyer, who had an office in the sama
bullding in the cliy of Toledo that Judge
Walte had his office at the tme he was
appointed Chief Justice, and who had
knowi him fntimately all his lfe, gave
the writer of this article the following
aceount of his genests as chief Jusiice.

He sidd hat General Grant, returning
from a tour that he made through the
Southern Stutes, stopped in Taledo, where
he was given a banquet by the lewding
citizens of the place. At that banguet
Judge Walte, who was then a reputable,
but quite ordinary lawyer, made & most
fulsome speech, In which he declared
that Grant was a greater warrior than
Caesar, Hanlbal or Nupoleon. Walte had
been abrolutely unknown to Grant up to
that moment, but this was a kind of
culogy that went to trant's heart, and
he never thseafteor Lorgol Waite.

Accordingly, when counsel were to be
appointed to represent the United Stutes
before the Geneva Board of Arbitration,
Grant appolnted Walte as one, to the
utter amazement of the whole Unlted
States. The facts connected with  hiy
sending this name to the Scnate for the
offico of Chlef Justice when Chase disd;
wre fresh In the memory of muny, He
first sent In the nume of George H. Wil-
Hams, who had been United States senas
tor from the State of Oregon, The coun-
try remembers the shamoful seandal in-
volved {n this that was too much for the
seared consclence of even that IRepubli-
can Benate which sat then, and it re-
fused to contirm him.

very Magna Carta in itself.

After this amendment became part of
our fundamental law, & Mr. Munn, of
Chlcago, bullt a grain elevator In that
elty, wholly with hig own private means.
Mr., Walte's Granger and Populist friends
cnme intoa eontrol of the Jllinols Legisla-
ture, and, as Munn's business Wwss a
profitable one to him, they resolved to
cut off i sHee of it for themselves, They
acrordingly passed an act which forbade
Munn 1o charge more for storing grain
thun they thought the grain ought td
pay. Munn sald (as was plainly the case)
that this act so nterfered with his right
to use his own property as to amount
practically to an act depriving him of
hig property without compensation. He
took It 1o the Supreme Court of the
United States, where Chief Justice Walte
delivered the opinlon of the court, holding
the act 1o be a valld one, and, under the
doctrine announced, the Dispatch has no
comstitutional protection whatever for Its
property, if the Populists should get pos-
wesslon of the Virginia Legislature and
should pass an act fixing the price ut
which it shall sell its puper and take
advertising.

In the station-house he wos
violent, He declared that he would not
be locked up, and it took four of “the
finest” to get him Into a cell without

One for assault (or
disorderly conduct), one for resisting the
police and one for carrying concealed
weapons. Only one case was ready for
trial—the charge of resisting the polloe.
Three of the officers testified aguinst
Seruggs.
